REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In presenting the annual report of the schools of this town, 


it affords us pleasure to state, that as a whole our schools have 


made very good progress. Our aim has been to secure the 


best teacher for each school.

We very well know that our School Board and some of the 
teachers have been very harshly criticized by a few of the dis- 
trict. As it seems impossible to please all at the same time, 
we hope we have pleased some of the people a part of the 
time. We regret that a feeling has crept into our neighbor- 
hood which greatly interferes with the progress of order and 
obedience, the two most essential elements to a good education 
and a progressive school. Without obedience there is no or- 
der, and without order the efforts of a teacher are without 
good results, no matter how earnestly they may work. 

Parents should cultivate the acquaintance of the teacher, 
visit the schools frequently, and so from personal knowledge 
and observation draw their own conclusions. They should not 
encourage the child to give a report of the proceedings, which 
a great many times are exaggerated, and made to suit his or 
her case. 

Therefore, we encourage the parents ‘to frequently visit the 
school in their respective districts, and also urge, that each and 
every one attend the school meeting and have a voice in the 
selection of the School Board upon which rests the responsi- 
bility of selecting suitable teachers for our schools. 

At recent school meetings scarcely a sufficient number of 
legal voters have attended to fulfill the offices as required by 
law. 

We hope in the future parents will co-operate with the 
teacher and so bring our schools to a higher standard of edu- 
cation.
